1.  Bring  cm  separate  slips  of  paper  the  names  of  six  tunes,  and  Sol-fa 
from  memory,  while  ix)inting  it  on  the  Modulator,  one  of  these. tunes  chosen 
by  lot. 

2.  Sing  on  one  tone  to  laa,  or  any  other  syllable,  in  perfectly  con'ect 
time,  any  two  of  the  "  Elementary  Rythins  "  from  Nos  7  to  2(5,  taken  by 
lot.  Two  attempts  allowed.  The  pupil  may  Tuatai  each  exei'cise  in  place 
of  the  first  attempt. 

3.  Sol-fa  from  the  Examiner's  pointing  on  the  Modulator,  a  voluntary 
moving  at  the  rate  of  M.  GO,  containing  transition  of  one  remove. 

4.  Pitch  the  key-note  by  means  of  a  given  C,  Sol-fa  not  more  than 
three  times,  and  afterwards  sing  to  words,  or  to  the  syllable  luH,  any  "  part " 
in  a  psalm  or  hymn-tune  in  the  Tonic  Sol-fa  notation,  not  seen  before,  but 
not  necessarily  containing  any  passages  of  Transition,  or  of  the  minor  mode, 
or  any  division  of  time  less  than  a  full  pulse. 

5.  The  tones  of  a  Doh  chord  being  given  by  the  examiner,  tell,  by  ear, 
the  Sol-fa  names  of  any  three  lones  of  the  scale  he  may  sing  to  Um,  or  play 
upon  Bomo  instrument.  [Two  attempts  allowed,  a  different  exercise  being 
given  in  the  second  case.]  * 

Thosf3  who  pass  this  examination  will  bo  furnished  with  a  Voucher  by 
the  Examiner,  which  should  be  immediately  sent  to  the  Secretary,  with 
the  fee  of  15  cents.  The  Certificate  will  then  be  forwarded  to  the  Examiner, 
who  will  Bign  it,  and  hand  it  to  the  student  on  his  application  for  it
